Club  plans  to  be  put 

Too  many 

before  members 

chefs  ... 

The  Fire  Ordinance  Notice  served 
on  Tattersall’s  Club  resulted  in  six 
different  refurbishing  plans  being 
considered,  Tony  Miller,  Chairman 
of  the  Club  Building  Committee, 
told  the  annual  meeting  on  June  11. 

They  included  total 
redevelopment,  with  or  without 
adjoining  sites;  sale  and  relocation 
elsewhere;  merging  with  another 
similar  club;  spending  $2  million  on 
building  the  Fire  stairs  as  required 
and  totally  renovating  the  club  to 
1988  standards  of  amenities. 

Only  the  last  alternative  was 
viable,  Tony  said,  due  to  such 
constraints  as  height  limitation  and 
plot  ratio,  and  cost.  For  instance,  the 
installation  of  Fire  stairs,  with  no 
improvements  in  the  amenities, 
would  have  sent  subscriptions  soaring 
to  $700  a  year  with  no  increase  in  the 
value  of  the  club  building  as  an  asset. 

Tony  said:  “The  building  holds  an 
aura  that  could  not  be  duplicated  or 
even  repeated  in  a  new  building  and 
therefore  consideration  was  given  to 
bringing  the  building  into  future 
decades  by  streamlining,  new  decor, 
placement  of  areas  and  services  in  a 
more  efFicient  and  economical  layout 
whilst  maximising  commercial  leasing 
areas. 

“Major  additions  will  provide 
unique  new  services,  but  still 
maintaining  the  traditional  image. 


The  aim  is  to  preserve  the  land  and 
building  ownership  totally  within  the 
club’s  control.”  Tony  said  that  to  test 
the  concept,  preliminary  and  detailed 
plans  were  prepared  and  a 
Development  Application  put  before 
Council  and  approved.  The  next 
step  will  be  to  send  a  detailed 
brochure  on  the  proposals  to  all 
members  so  that  they  can  express 
opinions  on  the  proposed 
development  and  indicate  their 
commitment  to  enable  the  project  to 
proceed. 

“It  is  practical  to  build,  it  will  be 
thoroughly  supervised  by  expert 
professionals  at  a  Firm  quote,  and 
most  importantly,  the  proposal  is 
almost  ready  to  be  placed  before 
Financial  institutions  to  conFirm 
their  acceptance  in  principle,”  Tony 
said.  “The  proposal  to  be  presented 
to  you  is  strongly  recommended  by 
your  committee  as  it  appears  the 
only  viable  proposition  for  the 
club’s  future  existence.” 

Tony  concluded  by  saying  that 
the  present  club  house  had  been 
secured  by  only  1,000  members  for 
a  price  equal  to  $10  million  today. 

“It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
present  members  to  use  their 
foresight  and  make  their 
commitment  if  it  is  their  wish  to 
ensure  the  club  is  still  a  major  force 
in  the  City  of  Sydney  for 
generations  to  come.” 


Sportsman  of  the  Year

Although  losses  were  reduced  in  the 
club  catering  activities  during  the  last 
Financial  year,  the  number  of  meals 
served  on  the  second  and  fourth 
floors  were  down  and  “the  fourth 
floor  dining  room  was  not  helped  by 
having  four  Executive  Chefs  during 
the  year,”  the  retiring  Club 
Treasurer,  David  Dransfield,  stated  in 
his  report  to  the  annual  meeting. 

David  was  unable  to  attend  the 
meeting  and  his  report  was  read,  as 
one  of  his  final  duties  for  the  club,  by 
the  Manager/Secretary  pro  tern,  Mr 
Norman  Smith. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  all 
the  trading  departments  had  either 
reduced  losses  (catering  and  athletics) 
or  improved  profitability  (bars, 
bedrooms,  poker  machines  and 
property  income)  although  the  Final 
surplus,  $1,540,  was  only  marginally 
higher  than  in  1985  ($1,503)  after 
provisions  for  general  repairs  and 
Ordinance  70  renovations. 

“It  must  be  quite  obvious  to 
members  that  we  need  usage  of  the 
club,”  David  wrote.  “Careful 
attention  by  Management  to 
expenses  in  the  ensuing  year  is  vital 
and  a  strong  effort  from  the 
Catering  Division  is  required  to 
further  reduce  the  catering  loss 
($58,622  in  1986).”

Club  joins  entertainment  and 
sports  network. 


All  members  are  requested  to  help 
the  club  committee  over  the  next  few 
weeks  by  making  a  point  of  carrying 
their  membership  ticket  in  their 
wallet. 

The  Club  Licensing  Act  is  very 
strict  on  the  requirement  that  only 
financial  members  and  their  guests 
be  allowed  to  use  the  facilities  of 
licensed  clubs,  and  for  this  reason  the 
committee  has  been  compelled  to  act 
in  the  case  of  members  who  either 
failed  to  pay  their  subscriptions,  or 
are  now  extremely  late  with  their 
payment. 

Any  member  who  has  inadvertently 
overlooked  this  year’s  subscription 
can  still  remedy  the  position  by 
payment  now,  but  in  order  to  protect 
the  club  under  the  Club  Licensing 
Act,  members  may  be  asked  to  show 
current  membership  cards  during 
their  visits  to  the  club  during  the 
next  few  weeks. 

The  position  the  club  finds  itself  in 
was  emphasised  at  the  annual 
meeting  on  June  11,  where  a  new 
rule  was  passed  empowering  the 
committee  to  impose  an 
administration  charge  of  10%  on 
accounts  overdue  more  than  60  days 
from  the  end  of  the  month  in  which 
the  account  is  incurred. 

This  penalty  will  be  backed  up  by 
the  power  to  impose  a  further 
financial  penalty  and  a  caution, 
suspension  of  membership  or 
expulsion  from  the  club  if  necessary 
in  cases  where  accounts  remain 
unpaid  after  90  days. 

The  meeting  also  formalised  the 
right  of  members  to  pay  their 
subscriptions  in  two  half  yearly 
amounts  in  advance. 


TattersalLs  Functions  Organiser, 
Anne  Colley,  was  honoured  by  the 
Sydney  Rotary  Club  at  their  June 
luncheon,  the  last  they  will  be 
holding  in  the  club  for  some  months.

Club  Superstation,  which  is  being 
launched  by  the  Western  Australian 
television  network  headed  by  Mr 
Robert  Holmes  a  Court,  will  begin 
its  service  in  New  South  Wales  on 
August  23. 

In  addition  to  such  exclusive 
sporting  events,  such  as  the  propos¬ 
ed  Geoff  Fenech  title  defence,  which 
will  not  be  shown  on  public  televi¬ 
sion,  Club  Superstation  will  have 
access  to  the  programmes  of  the 
leading  United  States  cable  TV  net¬ 
work,  ESPN.

Racing,  initially  from  New  South 
Wales  only,  but  later  from  other 
states  as  well,  will  be  broadcast  live, 
both  on  weekdays  and  at  the 
weekends.  There  will  also  be 
“specially  selected  sporting  events 
from  the  ABC”.  The  service  will  run 
at  least  15  hours  a  day  and  part  of 
the  agreement  with  the  sponsors  in¬ 
cludes  the  provision  of  a  video 
cassette  recorder  so  that  the  club 
may  tape  “small  hours”  broadcasts 
for  replay  over  the  club’s  television 
sets  at  more  suitable  times. 

In  the  first  four  weeks  of  opera¬ 
tion,  Club  Superstation  will  be  run¬ 
ning  “Lucky  8-Spot  Sweepstakes” 
games  with  a  cash  prize  of  $50,000 
and  other  prizes  including  a  car,  a 
boat,  fur  coats  and  overseas  travel. 

Initially,  the  programmes  will  be 
shown  on  a  new  26”  stereo 
television  set  to  be  installed  in  the 
club.  A  permanent  “home”  for  this 
entertainment  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  plans  now  being  prepared 
for  the  club  renovation. 

Andrew  Grecian  points  out  that  for 
special  events,  a  large  screen  and 
projection  TV  set  can  be  hired  to 
enable  large  audiences  to  watch  in 
the  club  room.  If  the  club 
renovation  includes  accommodation 
for  country  members  and  guests, 
then  this  new  TV  network  can  be 
“piped”  direct  to  each  room.  In  his 
submission  to  the  committee,  Mr 
Grecian  said  he  thought  Club 
Superstation  would  assist  the  club’s 
drive  to  make  Tattersall’s  more 
attractive  to  younger  members  and 
would  also  help  the  club  attract 
patronage  from  interstate  and 
country  visitors,  who  seek 
entertainment  as  well  as 
accommodation  on  their  visits. 

“  It  could  be  the  biggest  event  for 
clubs  since  poker  machines,”  says 
Mr  Grecian.  “It  is  designed  to 
attract  members  into  their  clubs  and 
encourage  them  to  stay  there 
longer.”  Club  Superstation  is 
believed  to  have  attracted  1,100 
clubs  as  members  in  New  South 
Wales  and  will  cost  Tattersall’s 
$3,000  to  install  and  $5,000  a  year 
rental.

It  is  even  more  important  at  the 
present  time  when  the  club  is  about 
to  undergo  renovations  which  will  set 
the  mould  for  the  club  facilities  for 
perhaps  the  next  30  years. 


of  the  award.  The  Club  Committee 
recently  voted  to  provide  a  Club 
Trophy  worth  $200  for  the  award. 


The  club  swimming  pool  has 
recently  been  upgraded  by  the 
appointment  of  a  water  quality 
consultant  who  is  responsible  for 
seeing  that  the  pool  water  is  in  top 
condition  at  all  times. 

Keen  swimmers  immediately 
noticed  the  difference  after  the 
consultant  began  his  work  and  there 
has  been  enthusiastic  feed-back  from 
many  members  using  the  third 
floor.  The  general  report  is  that  the 
pool  “looks  better  and  feels  better 
to  swim  in”.  The  first  step  taken 
was  in  mid  May,  when  the  pool  was 
emptied  and  refilled.  At  the  same 
time  the  filter  mechanism  was 
cleaned  and  upgraded. 

Members  of  the  staff  received 
instruction  on  checking  the  water  Ph 
factor  (acidity  or  alkalinity)  and 
chlorine  content,  and  these  tests  are 
now  carried  out  four  times  each 
day,  with  the  pool  chemical  content 
adjusted  as  necessary.
